How does English Montreal want its resources managed? Has pollution dulled the man 
in the street's sense of environmental priorities? These questions will be answered 


September 13 when a "Man and Resources" regional assembly, sponsored by the Canadian 


Council of Resource Ministers, meets at Sir George Williams University. 


Organizers are expressly interested in public participation, wanting to dispel the 
idea that environmental problems are intelligible only to university researchers. 
Discussion will centre around the use and management of Quebec's natural resources; 


animators will be available to facilitate the involvement of small working groups. 


The meeting is set for 7 p.m. in the Alumni Auditorium of the Hall Building, de 


Maisonneuve at Bishop. 


A series of regional meetings is now in progress to gather opinion from across Quebec.

This will feed into a mid-October provincial workshop which will frame guidelines for 
PQ policy at a national workshop October 30 to November 3, 1972, at Montebello. The 
icing on the multi-layer survey cake goes on in November 1973 at the Grand National 
Conference in Toronto, when recommendations will be made to national and provincial 


powers. 


So the man in the street shouldn't hold his breath. Instead he can let it all out 


at Sir George September 13.
